Paul Williams is the “complete” entertainer. Complete in the sense that he has most assuredly 
made his mark on and in all media including television, films, stage performances, and records. 

But basically Paul’s first love (self-admitted) has always been music, and this new collection 

of his music and lyric offers a satisfying helping of 10 songs -- some original, some from films, 
some up and some down. The songs are mostly in the ballad mode, a form that Williams has 

also admitted to being most “comfortable writing in.” LIFEBOAT, LONE STAR (a strong 
biographical portrait of a rock star), TIME AND TIDE, EVEN BETTER THAN | KNOW MYSELF. 
are all romantic love songs, while DON'T CALL IT LOVE and FLASH (with its echoes of JUST 
AN OLD FASHIONED LOVE SONG) offer Pau! in a rollicking, up-tempo mood. From the film 
THE DAY OF THE LOCUST, Williams offers his lyric combined with John Barry’s music for the 
emotional LONELY HEARTS. From PHANTOM OF THE PARADISE, Paul reworks OLD SOULS, 
and from the forthcoming Paramount film BUGSY MALONE offers the title ballad track of the 
album, ORDINARY FOOL. Supporting Williams on all tracks are Dave Garland, keyboards and 
sax; Art Munson, guitar; Edo Guidotti, organ, accordion and electric piano; Colin Cameron, bass; 
Gary Mallaber, drums; and Mark Stevens, percussion,
